has been to find an equable and yet genial 
climate for the aofoaMed or diasased patient, 
it is well known that regions of exocBsive 
iiumidity and great bygromstrio and thermo- 
metric changes are very total. 
The slatlaUcs 
of disease and death abow the soperiority Cfor 
wasting dlBcases) of ioBolar and UadUarranean 
climates to those of eontlaental interiors. 
Thus the Islands of New Guloaa, Australia and 
Tasmania are notably exempt ftrom sU epi­ 
demics. 
Althoogh in doseat andBsastaon- 
stant commercial oommuniaation with India— 
the birthplace of Asiatic oholera^the islanda 
of the Southern oaean are strangers to this 
disease; typhus and other fevers, wkan Im­ 
ported, lose their vl^ulenc^ and polmenary 
consumption is unknown among the natives. 
It U the insular oUmats of Eugtoad whleh, as 
Professor Tyndall has said, “ makes her Belds 
so green and gives the blossom to her 
maidens' cheeks,” w'oile the climate of such 
inland regions as the Thlbetian plateau In 
Asia is thou:;ht to ba unendnrahle by most 
oonsUtutioas.

Then, again, we have had the most remark­ 
able and extreme change within theiast few 
days, from Arctic rigor of cold to a mild 
spring 
temperature.

patient at St. Paul would be racked and 
tortured with the change of temperature as 
mnoh in a single day during the passage 
of a storm centre 
os he would be in 
the apace of throe 
months 
from merely 
seasonal changes. 
It is evident, therefore, 
without giving further iUastrationa, which 
could be 
Indefinitely mnlUplied, that the 
problem of temperature for the Invalid is not 
so much the determination of those regions 
where the forces of solar and terrestrial radia­ 
tion work most powerfully (although this is an 
important question), but it reduces itself 
rather to a determination and avoidance of 
the great storm tracks on the Contlaent, along 
whioh the di<ira.il osoilUtlons both of the 
baromster and thermometer are excessive and 
almoe* terriño.

Boreas made themselves BO keenly felt thou- 
sands of the sickly nnd invalided classes wcro 
looking for serene and milder skies. In old 
times it was not possible for the consumptive 
to vary his climate with the change of season, 
but now the immense facilities of locomotion 
nnd the endless variety of climate in America 
enable the victims of lingering disease to pro- 
long life by quick and easy changes of resi- 
dence. 


It is a subject of profound congratulation to 


suffering humanity that tho researches and 
observations of our day enable us to project 
the outline of a new science—a science of 
health—bearing directly upon the needs of tho 
race, which we venture to call medical 
meteorology. The facts and laws upon which 
this scienca is to ba erected are not completely 
unmasked, but enough is alteady known to 
warrant seveial highly practical and invalu- 
able generalizations. 


Tbe gloat problem of a geographical kind 


heretofore uppermost in tbe medical world 
has been to find an equable and yefc genial 
climate (or the enfeebled or diseased patient. 
It is well known that regions of excessive 
humidity and great hygrometno aad thermo- 
metrie changes are very fatal. The statistics 
of disease and death show the superiority (for 
wasting diseases) of insular and Mediterranean 
climates to those of continental interiors. 
Thus the Islands of New Guinea, Australia and 
Tasmania are notably exempt from all epi- 
demics. Although in closest and most con- 
stant commercial communication with India—• 
the birthplace of Asiatic cholera—the islands 
of the Southern ocean are strangers to this 
disease; typhus and other fevers, when im- 
ported, lose their virulence, and pulmonary 
consumption Is unknown among the natives. 
It Is the insular climate of England which, as 
Professor Tyndall has said, "makes her fields 
so green and gives the blossom to her 
maidens' cheeks," while the climate of such 
inland regions as the Thibeliau plateau In 
Asia ia thought to ba unendurable bv most 
constitutions. New York, the island city, 
whose temperature In midwinter Is mitigated 
both by the sea aad by the air of the warm 
lakes, fed to It tbrv,ajh the Mohawk and H'td- 
son River valleys, has doubtless thus obtained 
her splendid climate, the best to be found hi 
America east of the Rocky Mountains. 


Bnt while there is mach to choose in the 


geographical position if different regions and 
even In different dies of the same region, 
however small, there is reason for believing 
that the selection of climate- for medical pur- 
poses has been heierofore based upon a wrong 
principle, or, rather, npon a generalization too 
narrow.

weather showed, by tho Signal SercIc<Krc- 
ports, for several days a temperature of fort>' 
degrees and forty-three degrees Fahrenheit, 
while the thermometer at Memphis was twelve 
degrees, and at SI. Paul, in tho same latitude 
as Virginia City, stood at nineteen degrees—a 
diflerence in the latter case of sixty degrees 
in favor of Montana. 


There can bo no doubt that tho study of this 


subject, which we may venture to call a new 
science, will minister inestimably to tho com- 
fort of tho thousands of sick and invalid 
Americans. It is not necessary for them to 
go abroad. The climate of the south of 
France, long held in such high repute as a 
winter homo for the infirm, is warm enough j 
bnt France, and especially the south of the 
country, is directly in the track of the Atlan- 
tic storms which come from the west nnd 
curve around tho Azores toward the Mediter- 
ranean—a circumstance which originally, 
doubtless, gave name to tbe Gulf of Lions as 
the gulf of tempestuous winds. From the fer- 
tile researches of-our Signal Service^ the 
facts and generalizations necessary to pursue 
and perfect this new branch of medical study 
can now for the first time b3 easily and amply 
eliminated.

Tho Financial Comltllon of France, 


Tbln Oninnnrod ntlli Out*. 


The proposition to Increase the paper circu- 


lation of tho Bank of Franco "lor tho relief of 


strado and commerce," as the bill before the 
iV^uoh Assembly expresses it, has called forth 
a grt&t do»I of discussion, both in and out tho 
legi«lal>Jve hall, as well as some apprehension. 
Tho question 19 still pending. Tho committee 
having charge of the meaauro agree as to the 
principle of it, but had not deteimraed what 
amount of augmented circulation should be 
authouzed. It was supposed the committee 
would recommend an increase of two\thousand 
seven hundred millions of francs—squal to 
about five hundred and forty millions of dol- 
lars. This would be an enormous issue, and 
it is possible some mistake as to the- figures 
has occurred in transmitting the telegram. 
Still it is evident, fiom the financial situation 
of France and the recent Message of President 
Thiers to tbe legislative body, that a very 
large increase of circulation is contemplated.

notes, something like our fractional currency, 
only, perhaps, of a lower denomination than 
circulates now among us. 
Tlie drain of specie 


to pay the war indemnity to Germany, and the 
exigencies of the government to meet the 
enormous demands upon it, have brought 
France to the necessity of inflating the cur-- 
rency. The effect is already seen in the de- 
preciation of bank notes. True, the premium 
on coin is not great, but the tendency must be 
to increase that unless tho French financiers 


j prove more skilful than ours did In a similar 


crisis. Notes of the* Bank of France used to 
be at a premium compared with gold and sil- 
ver. Now it is otherwise, though the differ- 
ence Is yet small. 


Mr. Michel Chevalier, in discussing the 


national finances of France and the proposed 
measures of relief, makes some excellent re- 
marks and a comparison between the finan- 
cial condition and policy of his own country 
and of the United States. He says Franca 
will have to negotiate other large loons, and 
that it will be difficult to place them except 
upon very onerous conditions, unless the 
present process of or tendency to depreciation 
be checked. To obviate the difficulty he pro- 
poses to follow the example of the United 
States in paymj the Interest of the debt in 
coin and of providing for that by making 
customs' duties payable in specie. 
He

checked and 
the credit

the government be sustained by expressly 
stipulating to pay the Interest on loans In coin. 
We began this policy late, and after our green- 
backs were

one remark made by this able political econo- 
mist which deserves special notice and which 
Is full of instruction for us. ''One of ths 
means," he says, "for restoring the value of 
the bank note is to act upon the course of 
exchange so that it shall be favorable to us 
while it really is against us. Each successful

By the profits of exchange and the advantage 
of capital thus acquired they began to develop 
their manufactures and exports. They have 
held this position throughout, and now hold 
the greatest power over the finances of the 
world. 
Michel Chevalier understands the 


value of the lesson given. Increase your 
-exports, he says to France, and thus become 
a creditor nation Instead of being a debtor 
ons, for a debtor nation is always dependent 
and the exchanges against it. Do we not need 
this advice as mach as France? Are we not 
all the time piling up a greater debt abroad 
through the excess of imports over exports 1 
This is a subject of vast importance, which 
our government should well consider. With 
the vast wealth, productions, resources and 
wonderful development of this country we 
ought io establish snch a sound policy as will 
aot fail to sUmnlata exports and turn, at no 
distant day, exchange in our favor- That 
would establish a specie basis, with no fear of 
a revulsion, and we should csase to be at the 
mercy of foreign bankers, the accidents of war 
abroad or any other European influence.

Tli o suggestions of the Committee of Seventy, 


lu regard to tho provisions of a new oily 
charter deserve 
fair consideration at Iho 


hands of tho citizens of New York and of the 
State Legislature. 
Tho committee is com- 


posed of business men, who have given their 
time and influence to the cause ol municipal 
reform, and who have sought the opinions of 
many competent persons to aid them in 
arriving at their conclusions. Nevertheless, it 
must not be forgotten that the Seventy arc for 
the main part inexperienced politicians and 
somewhat visionary in their ideas of govern- 
ment. 
They are, moreover, nearly all mem- 


bers of one political organization, and of a 
party numerically loss than one-third of tha 
voters of the city. 
While disposed to secure 


to us an honest, and economical government, 
it is possible that they may place a littlo too 
much importance 
upon tho virtues of a 


minority, and thus fall into the old error of 
rendering the machinery of the municipal 
administration too complicated and not suffi- 
ciently strengthened by direct responsibility. 


One good feature of- the committee's propo- 


sitions is thai which suggtssts the vesting of all 
legislative power in a Board of Aldermen so 
elected as to insure the presence of a fair 
number of opposition members. It woald be 
sufficient protection of the interests of the-citi- 
zens to give a body so composed the control 
over all the expenditures of the several muni- 
cipal departments ; the supervision of all pur- 
chases and contracts made on behalf of- the 
city; tho confirmation of the tax levy by a 
two-third vote, and the sole money-raising 
power of the Corporation. 
But it is of ques- 


tionable expediency to confer upon the Board 
of Aldermen the appointment of heads of de- 
partments, or, Indeed, to return at all to the 
exploded system of creating bulky commis- 
sions in tha several subordinate departments 
of the government. 
The- one proposition 


opens the door to all manoer of bargainings 
and tradings in the Board,, besides giving the 
money-raising power too immediate an interest 
in the departments, while the other destroys 
the important object of direct and concen- 
trated responsibility. 


It seems to be easy enough to form a thor- 


oughly good charter if those engaged In 
the 
labor of preparing it would 
oaly 


lay 
aside 
every 
political 
considera- 


tion 
and 
set 
about 
the 
work 
as 


they would about their own Individual 
business. The people care nottring about 
politics or politicians so far as the city charter 
Is concerned, and the experience of the recent 
election should ba accepted as a guarantee 
that no exclusive partisanship can hereafter 
be safely indulged in by those who may obtain 
control of the local government. A few main 
points kept in view, and the drafting of a 
charter that would bs acceptable to the citi- 
zens and effective in securing a competent and 
honest administration of our municipal affairs, 
would ba a work of comparative ease. These 
are :—The concentration of all legislative and 
money-raising power in a Board of Aldermen 
so elected as to secure a minority representa- 
tion ; the election every year of a Mayor, who 
shall be the real head of the city government, 
appointing one executive head of every de- 
partment, and tiAviug tha -power-to remove 
«TI ajjg-oSiora at jaia-wjill;—the-weekly publica- 
tion? "of every expenditure made, of every- 
liability Incurred, and of all cash balances in 
every department of the city government; the 
publication of all proposed ordinances, appro- 
priations, contracts, &c., by the Board of 
Aldermen at least two weeks before their 
passage^ the public ^gazetting of all appoint 
meats, with the amount of salary 
paid 


in every branch of the city government; 
the prohibition 
of double 
office holding 


in any shape whatsoever by any employe" of 
the city government; and the principle of 
public bids for all contracts made with the city 
and for all supplies furnished to any city 
department or public institution. With these 
main provisions underlying the details of a 
charter we should secure, first, control over 
every outlay of money and over the expenses 
of all departments by a non-partisan legisla- 
tive body; secondly, an efficient and responsi- 
ble executive goverameat, so concentrated as 
to be capable of being reached every year, 
from the highest to the lowest office, by the 
votes of the electors; and, thirdly, perfect 
security against any jobs, collusions -and 
extravagant or unjust expenditures, by means 
of the publicity given to all the financial opera- 
tions of every department of the government. 
Such a charter as this woald be ths death-blow 
of political corruption, bargaining and jobbery: 
and sach a charter we sball probably secure 
from a strong partisan Slate Legislature jnsi 
as soon as the 3Iiueaamm arrives, but not 
sooner.

Bnt we do not see any allusion to th» 
propriety of cutting down the enormous fee* 
now pocketed by the Sheriff,. Register andf 
County Clerk. The unreasonable- emoluments- 
of these offices have done mnch-to render theo* 
mere political placers. As a reform champion, 
is about to take possession of the Register'* 
office — tt» profits of which are about seventy- 
five thousand dollars a year — we shall expect 
to see hid apply at once for a law filing W» 
salary at a reasonable amount — say ten thou- 
sand dollars— and giving back the- rest to th» 
citizens. This will be a good, reform com- 
mencement, and will set a precedent to fc» 
followed in the cases of the Shenff and County 
Clerk.
